The British ambassador, Sir Cecil 
Spring Rice, has assurred the federal 
trade advisers that 
their 
informal 
trade representations in cases wrhere 
the British orders caused “undue hard­ 
ship” will receive special considera­ 
tion. 
Before June 15 the British au­ 
thorities declined to enter into nego­ 
tiations with the trade advisers. 
The British note on the detaining of 
the Neches, however, sent on July 31, 
set forth that in cases "where “hard­ 
ship may be inflicted on citizens of 
neutral countries,” the British govern­ 
ment will examine into the facts in a 
spirit of consideration for neutrals.

The Amerk Ii plowmen are interested in sea com­ 
merce. 
I" is ex fcnsive and likewise humiliating to have 
to salute a foreign flag every time a farmer wants to ship 
a bushel of w'heat, a bale of cotton or a pound of farm 
products across the ocean. 
The American farmer is en­ 
titled to the protection of his flag in sending his products 
across the sea, and t ongress should give such encourage­ 
ment to shipping interests as is necessary to meet foreign 
competition in ocean commerce. 
A recent bill known as 
the Seaman’s Rill became a law under the President’s 
signature and Mr. R. P. Schwerin, vice-president of the 
Pacific Mail Steamship Company, when asked to define 
this law and outline its effect upon American steamship 
lines, said in part: 
’ The bill provides that no ship of any nationality ‘shall be permitted to 
depart from any port of the United States unless she has on board a crew 
not less than seventy-five per centum of which, in each department thereof 
is able to understand any order given by the officers of such vessel, nor 
unless forty per centum in the first year, forty-five per centum in the second 
year, fifty per centum in the third year, fifty-five per centum in the fourth 
year after the passage of this Act, and, thereafter sixty-five per centum of her 
deck crew', exclusive of licensed officers and apprentices, are of a rating not 
less than able seamen. 
“The oversea trade of the world is competitive, therefore the original 
cost of the ship and the operation of the ship have to be reckoned with in 
the keen competition of these rival nations with one another. 
The Oriental 
sailor is obedient and competent and is the cheapest sailor in the world. 
It is therefore manifestly clear that if this law applied to all nationalities 
in the transpacific traffic, all w'ould be on the. same economic basis, but it 
works a single hardship to all the ships of the world, except the Japanese 
and American ships, and with the latter it works two hardships. 
With the 
European; the cost ot constructing a ship is no higher than the cost of con­ 
structing a Japanese ship, but if they had to provide European crews, while 
the Japanese operated with Japanese crews, the condition of competition 
would be such that they could not overcome the handicap and they would be 
driven oft.. 
But the American ship would have to contend not only with the 
tremendous increase of cost of wage In the substitution of the European crew 
for the Chlnejfct crev/, but also the greater initial cost of the ship. 
As the 
Japanese havMnoW done away with their European officers and Japanese 
crews, all of whom speak a common language, there is no difficulty for them 
to comply with jail the conditions of the bill and continue their Japanese 
crews, with OffePtat wages. 
“The law, therefore, instead of assisting the American ship, adds another 
heavy burden, while it places none whatever upon the Japanese ship, but, on 
the contrary, turns over to the Japanese the traffic of the Pacific Ocean, 
which the American ship is forced to forego by act of Congress of the 
United States.”

The School of Engineering of the 
University of Missouri at Columbia is 
interesting itself in the health prob­ 
lems of the state. Speakers from this 
school have appeared 
before 
audi­ 
ences in various parts of Missouri dur­ 
ing the last year, discussing the sub-< 
ject of sanitation of towns. 
“In the hope that the people of the 
state will be aroused to the need of 
greater attention 
to 
public 
health 
maters, this work will be continued 
wherever possible,” said Dean E. J. 
McCausland, of the School of Engi­ 
neering. 
“Water supply anti sewage 
disposal, if left uncontrolled, may be­ 
come very strong factors in the trans­ 
mission of disease.” 
The results of several experiments 
which are now being conducted by 
the School of Engineering will be of 
much interest to Missourians. 
One experment now under wray is 
that of determining the character of 
Missouri sands used for mortar mak­ 
ing and other building purposes. Sam­ 
ples have been collected from various 
parts of the state and they are being 
subjected to a physical analysis, and 
being mixed with cement 
to 
form 
mortars which are tested for strength. 
It is expected that this information 
will he of value to builders through­ 
out the state. 
A bulletin has been issued recently 
giving the results of the study of the 
effects of heat on Missouri granites. 
A bulletin will soon he published on 
“The Economics of Electric Cooking.” 
The engineering experiment station, 
wrhich is connected with the School of 
Engineering, contemplates an exten­ 
sion of its activities rn the field of 
river gaging. 
A preliminary bulletin 
was issued last fall on the water re­ 
sources in Missouri and further in­ 
formation will be obtained to make 
this work of permanent value. 
New 
gaging stations probably will be e.s- 
tablished during the summer. 
This 
information will he of value from the 
standpoint of public water supplies, 
water power development and flood 
prevention. 
To

value this wrork must 
be 
extended 
over a period of many years.

The Missouri, Kansas & Texas Rail- 1

largest coal contracts ever recorded 
in Oklahoma to Dorset Carter, of Ok­ 
lahoma City, manager of large coaling 
interests at Ix‘high, in Southern Okla­ 
homa. 


The contract calls for SUO cars of 
coal a day for several years, and Car­ 
ter agrees to produce and load it. The 
machinery is now being installed at 
Lehigh for stripping this vast amount 
of coal. It includes one of the largest 
steam shovels in the United States, 
which will uncover the ground above 
the coal deposits. 
The shovel has a 
booip arm of 90 feet, being hble to 
cle^ir a radius of nearly 200 feet. The 
shovers capacity is seven cubic yards, 
equivalent to seven ordinary wagon 
loads.
